THEIR PERIL NO DETERRENT 


Air Current as Well as Dirigible Bal­ 
loons Are Servicable Under Certain 
Conditions— Experiences of Observ. 


erg in the World War. 


By E D W A R D B. C L A R K . 
Washington.—The fearful suffering 
urul the escape from death by the nar­ 
rowest shave of the three naval bal­ 
loonists, Lieutenants Hinton, Farrell 


Exceed In Height, Though Not in Cir- 
cumference, the Famous Grand 
Conifers of California. 


In the hook, “Under the Southern 
Cross," written by Maturln AI. Halloo, 
an American traveler, In the '80s of 
the Inst century, we read of his esti­ 
mate of the great trees of Australia, 
according to 
the Christian Science 
Monitor. 
“It is In this colony of Australia that 
the traveler finds the giant trees, con­ 
sidered to be one of the great won­ 
ders of our times, and which exceed 
In dimensions those grand conifers of 
California in which 
Americans feel 
such pride. These big trees of Victoria 
are called the mountain ash, though 
wily so named we do not understand, 
as they are not of that family. Hut 
they are certainly the tallest trees In 
the known world, often measuring 4<N) 
feet and more in height, and from 
fifty to sixty feet in girth a couple of 
yards from the ground. When we say 
that these trees exceed In dimensions 
and Kloor, who recently landed near 
a Hudson bay trading post, will not i those of California we refer especlnl- 
deter service airmen from continuing 
|V to their height Inasmuch as Hie 
to experiment with every known kind 
of aircraft. 
The navy balloon, which was driven 
by u storm into the northern wilder­ 
ness, was not a dirigible. 
It was en­ 
tirely at the mercy of the air cur­ 
rents. 
Under tin* storm conditions 
which prevailed, tile balloonists had 
little or no Idea where 
they 
were. 
Their attempted observations virtual­ 
ly were useless and they knew that 
on chance alone their lives depended. 
Dirigible service balloons and air 
current balloon** are two entirely dif­ 
ferent propositions. 
It was predicted 
In Washington when dirigibles lirst 
came into being that the usefulness 
of tin* air current balloon would pass, 
lait it lias been found that It has uses 
to which the dirigible cannot be put, 
and so probably it lins come to stay 
as a part of the materiel of the armies 
of the world until the armies are 
abolished in tile glad time of univer­ 
sal peace, if ever such n time is to 
come. 
A few experiments were made with 
balloons in the Civil war days, and 
on one or two occasions they proved 
their effectiveness. 
In 1871 
a ldgh 
French 
official 
escaped 
from 
be- 
leagured Hurls by means of a balloon. 
It passed unscathed over the heads of 
tile Herman hosts and the Frenchman 
carried Ids message to its destination. 
In the Spanish and World Wars. 
In 1898 tile American army tried a 
balloon for observation purposes in 
the campaign of Santiago. 
Lieuten­ 
ant AJaxfieid of the old signal serv­ 
ice and one or two other officers, made 
tile attempt to put the balloon to use. 
Ko sooner, however, had it riseu to 
tile proper observing height than tin* 
Spaniards turned loose on it, and it 
fort ll w it ll bud to descend. 
This was 
u captive balloon and the fact Hint 
it made such a prominent mark, out­ 
lined as it was against the sky, led 
at that time to the thought that bal­ 
loons as necessary parts of un army's 
equipment were ut the end of their 
usefulness. 
Iii the last great war, however, cap­ 
tive balloons were of inestimable serv­ 
ice to every army engaged, and more 
than occasionally untidirlgihles with 
no 
anchorage 
connection 
with 
Hie 
ground, were found to lie servb cable 
under certain conditions and for cer­ 
tain purposes. 
Captive balloons occasionally were 
destroyed by tire from ground guns, 
lait it was the airplane which Hie 
observer in the captured balloon had 
most to fear. 
Iii every balloon there was a para­ 
chute ready for the list* of the observ­ 
er. 
When Hie gas hag was struck by j 
un Incendiary bullet there was a burst I 
of flame, a pillar of ascending smoke 
and tin* balloon's days were ended, 
and occasionally the days of the oh-; 
Men ors w ith it. 
It took quick work 
on the part of the occupants of tile , 
bani et lo throw themselves out to 
get clear of the immediate danger. 
When they fell tin* danger was of 
course 
great 
that 
the 
parachutes 
wuuid not act properly, hut generally 
they did, and the balloonists as a 
rule 
reached tile ground safely. 
Experiences of One 
Balloonist 
On returning from France after Hie 
armistice, a young tm I loon 1st w as in 
tile detachment of casual officers un­ 
der my immediate temporary com­ 
mand. 
Ile was only tweaty-two years 
old, and he did not look u day over 
seventeen. 
Ile bud had three balloons 
burned above him, and he had made 
three 
descents 
via 
the 
parachute 
route. 
The last time that his balloon was 
destroyed he was struck in the hip 
by a machine gun bullet from a Ger­ 
man 
airplane. 
Notwithstanding 
the 
severity of his wound he managed to 
throw himself clear of the basket. 
His parachute worked all right, but 
he landed in a tree where he hung 
wounded and helpless until some com­ 
rades succeeded in rescuing him. This 
boy was ready for another balloon ex­ 
cursion at any time. 
Such is the 
spirit of the airmen. 
The work of balloons will go on. 
The men who go Into the air service 
like it. 
In fact, It becomes a sort of 
infatuation with them.

Tin* judge being thus forced to give 
sentence, did ho as follow s: “Prisoner 
at the bar, your counsel thinks you In­ 
nocent. the counsel for the prosecution 
thinks you Innocent. I think you inno­ 
cent. 
Hut a Jury of your countrymen 
in the exercise of such common schmo 
as they possess, which (loin not seem 
to he much, have found you guilty, 
stupidly enough, nnd It remains for 
me to pass upon you the sent mire of 
tin* law. 
Tin* sentence I** flint you lie 
kept In Imprisonment for one day, aud 
that day to Im yesterday, therefore you 
may go al out your business."

tire In the new Commerce building ut 
Nineteenth street and Pennsylvania 
avenue.

Washington correspondents have urged 
on the people of the United States the 
necessity of a fireproof building in 
Washington to contain government rec­ 
ords which cannot be duplicated, and 
thousands of which tire absolutely nec­ 
essary to "prove up" claims for pen­ 
sions, and the service records of mil­ 
lions of men who fought for their 
country in one or more of the wars in 
which the United States has been en­ 
gaged. 
Congress from 
time to Hint* has 
debated tile question of an appropria­ 
tion for a fireproof structure to con­ 
tain tliesc records. 
Now it is expected 
to act. 
Tl*ere Is much more than s e n -, 
timent which attaches to these rreords 
now scattered about through til** vurl-j 


o h s departments. 
Many of them have 
been in the past absolutely necessary 
to secure tin* well-being of dependent j 
persons In the United States, persons 
whose fathers or brothers gave th eir' 
all to country. 
If the records had not 
boon in existence poverty would have 
I ***** i i the part of some of the deserv­ 
ing. 
Service and Other Records In Danger. 
Today in one of tin* structures erect­ 
ed during the war, a great three-story 
building, 
said 
to 
he 
fireproof, 
hut 
which is not so, ar*! stored the greater 
part of tin* service records of th** men 
who fougiit iii tin* World war. 
These 
records are In filing eases of metal. 
thin metal which could not stand the 
heat of a fir** of any size. 
There are 
acres of buildings on the Mall and 
in th** heart of them is this branch 
of tin* adjutant general’s departm ent 
where tin* records are housed. 
Fire 
is no respecter of records of whatever 
kind. 
In tin* state, war and navy building 
there ar*- hundreds of valuable docu­ 
ments. 
The building is not fireproof, 
although it probably could resist fire 
unless it gained too much headway. 
'I ii** original In d u ra tio n of Independ­ 
ence is in the state, war ami navy 
building. 
It is kept in a vault, and 
therefore this document, which senti­ 
mentally aud historically is tin* most 
priceless one in the |N>ssession of the 
people of th** United States, probably 
could survive any tire which dbl not 
entirely destroy the great departm ent 
building which treasures It.
